Try It and Report to the Gazette.” 

The Rural Press gives a hint which 
may be useful here, where the dry 
climate is so severe on wheels. It is 
to prevent the tire of a wagon wheel 
from coming loose and requiring to be 
refitted: ‘* Fill the felloes with linseed 
oil before the tire is put on. The 
timber thus treated is not liable to 
injury by water, and lasts much 
longer. The process followed is to 
hang the wheel in the oil, each felloe 
being immersed for one hour. The 
oil, which is contained in a cast-iron 
heater of suitable length, is brought 
to a boiling heat—a higher degree 
must be avoided, or the wood will be 
burned. The timber should be dry, 
as in a green state it wili not take oil. 
The tire of a wheel thus treated will, 
it is said, wear out before becoming
